In short propaganda is 
that type of newsmatter which 
seeks to proselytize or convert 
the reader to one particular code 
of ethics, principles or doctrine. 

The position of the news¬ 
paper is clear on this point. 

The newspaper is representat¬ 
ive of the whole community, and 
while its editor or publisher 
m Anglican, Baptist, 

Presbyterian. United Church¬ 
man, or Roman Catholic, it 
would not be fair to give undue 
prominence t n the doctrines of 
the sect to which he personally 
belongs. New s is another matter 
If more new s comes from the 
United Church because it has 
more organizations. or because 
its press secretaries are more 
wide awake, then naturally that 
church would receive more space 
in the paper than the Anglican 
or Baptist if those churches 
were not so well organized or 
did not possess good press sec- 
letaries. 

Weekly newspapers depend 
to a very large extent unon 
correspondents and pres secret¬ 
aries for news items, and this 
being the case it is timely to re 
mind correspondents and secret 
aries for news items, and this 
being the case it is timely to 
remind correspondents and sec¬ 
retaries that the newspaper is 
interested primarily in the 
news, and not in acting as an 
agency for the dissemination of 
their principles. This reasoning 
however does not preclude the 
newspaper drawing attention 
to any special effort made by 
any organization or institution 
within the community. 

To sum up the attitude of the 
press toward propagada it should 
be clearly understood that the 
press is interesting in the events 
concerning organizations, rather 
than the ethics or principles 
which attract one to member- Also several

But although, doubt¬ 
less, we should meet with "re¬ 
verses, for mv part 1 should be 
sorry for the Powers, as I be¬ 
lieve that within a year they 
would scarcely have a ship left 
between them, and not much 
British territory by way of con¬ 
solation. One dav the rest of 
the world, or most of it, I sup¬ 
pose. will fling itself at the very 
throats of America and ourselv¬ 
es. That will he the day of Ar¬ 
mageddon, after which may 
come the long peace. But the 
British Empire and the United 
States will dictate the terms of 
that peace.”
